The Selectmen of the town of Sharon, for the year ending 
March 5, 1855, report as follows :— 

‘here has been more business the present year than is cus- 
tomary to come before the Board in one year. ‘Ihe town line 
has been preambulated, the marks renewed, and the monu- 
ments re-set where needed, and a record of the same made on 
our books, and the necessary documents filed with the Town 
Clerk. 

We have also been called upon by petition, to lay out a road 
by Enoch Bullard’s, which duty we have performed, and laid 
the same before the town, at the April meeting, where it was 
accepted. We have laid out for the widening of the road 
leading from the meeting-houses to Massapoag Pond. A plan 
of the same was made, and the amount of land taken, and the 
awards of damage were filed with the Town Clerk, as required 
by law. We also caused the bridge near Phillip Withington’s 
to be re-laid, as it was considered dangerous for the public 
travel. 

We will here state that but very small sections of our roads 
would stand an action at law, as they are not so wide as the 
law requires, and are not clear of obstructions by the way- 
side that will occasion damage. And we would recommend 
that the Surveyors of Ways report to the Selectinen those sec- 
tions that are liable to complaint in their respective ricks, and 
that the town make extra appropriations, from year to year, of 
such an amount as in their judgment be deemed sufficient to 
put the most dangerous sections in safe condition for the-trave- 
ling public. The time is fast approaching when more will be 
required for our roads, and we had better meet it by small ap- 
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propriations yearly in addition to our usual grant, than to be 
obliged to meet it all at once. Railings are needed for almost 
every bridge in town; and we would particularly call the 
attention of those concerned, to that matter. _ 

Many of the guide-boards in town are defaced, and ought to 
be re-painted; anda new one is wanted (as it has been de- 
stroyed by some ruthless hand) where the road by the Freight 
Depot intersects with the Foxboro’ road. 

In pursuance to a vote of the town, authorizing the Select- 
men to appoint some person as Agent for the sale of spirituous 
liquors in the town, and in conformity to an Act in the Stat- 
utes of 1852, concerning the same, we appointed Amasa D. 
Bacon, M. D., to said office. The chairman of the Board 
objected, and voted against the appointment.
